audette began to turn his childhood dreams 

into reality in 1995 when a friend gave him

Windham airport with flight instructor, Joe Gauthier. 
Soon Gaudette was soaring, going back and forth to

the NASCAR races. 

Next came his instrument rating and later a 
commercial license and jobs flying charters with 
New England Flight Service. For a period of time 
Gaudette was a jump pilot for skydivers in Ellington, 

a job he occasionally does currently in Danielson for 
FunSkydiving. 

As Gaudette accumulated the requisite credentials 
to pilot many types of aircraft, he felt the drive to teach 
others the skills he had so carefully acquired. He earned 
is CFI or Certified Flight Instructor credentials in St, 
Charles, Mo and was ready for new opportunities. “I 
wanted to teach. I enjoyed what the instructors taught 
me and I wanted to continue. I began training others 
in June 2009 at New England Flight Service. When it 
closed in September, I knew I had to continue,” said 
Gaudette. He opened Gaudette Aviation, using the

“There is nothing more satisfying for a flight 
instructor than to teach someone to the point where 
they can move out of the nest. When a student pilot 
realizes the freedom they have to fly on their own, it is 
very exciting. It is nerve racking for the instructor, but 
ten times more for the student. When they take control 
they have a smile that stays on their faces for a long 
time,” said Gaudette.

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instructor. Gaudette urges people interested in learning 
to fly to take an introductory program. They learn 
the basic principles of aerodynamics and discuss their 


personal reasons for wanting to become a pilot. Then 
they get in a plane and go up. The student takes the 
controls with the flight instructor and learns how move 
left, right, up and down. They spend half an hour in the 
air and half on the ground. When they land the plane 
together, Gaudette knows that most are ready to set up 
their next lesson. 

Pilots will soon be in short supply according to 
Gaudette. Many flight schools closed after the tragedy 
of 9/11 and small airports, including Danielson, erected 
fences and increased security. As the chance to watch 
airplanes take off and land has become more difficult, 
fewer young people are attracted to the profession. “It 
is the pilots of tomorrow that we need to reach,” said 
Gaudette emphatically, while urging interested parties 
to find a flight school and a good instructor. “There is 
going to be a big demand in the future for pilots. You 
need to be disciplined but you don’t have to be a genius. 
Stay with one flight instructor, one airplane and be 
focused. The end result is very good,” added Gaudette. 


Gaudette also offers scenic flights of the region, birthday flights 
and gift certificates. Charter service is also available. Gaudette 
Aviation is located at 70-D Airport Road, Danielson.

long gravel 

drive 

meanders 
between fenced 
pastures bordered 
with old apple trees. 
Large red-brown cattle 
with short ivory horns 
lay or stand in the 
long grass, chewing 
and gazing placidly as 
you drive down the 
lane. Neatly planted 
rows of produce 
follow-some domed 
with white row covers, 
others separated 
by black snakes of 
drip irrigation hose. 
The drive ends at a 
charming white brick-faced cape, 
embellished with a picket fence 
and perennials. Beyond the 
house, a small pond, a brown 
barn, a sprinkling of auburn 
cows on green fields and the 
hazy green hills of Woodstock in 
the distance complete the utterly 
bucolic view. 


Longtime Woodstock residents might remember this } 


property as Joy Orchard, which operated for about 15-20 
years. Today, acres formerly full of tangled brambles and 


gnarled, unproductive apple trees have been transformed : 


into a farmer’s paradise by Erick & Patty Taylor. This 
young couple’s goals are to raise their family in the 
country, produce and sell environmentally friendly crops 
and grass-fed beef, and eventually to make a living off of 
farming. 

These ambitions are no easy task for any farmer, but 
the Taylors have had practice. Devon Point Farm is their 
third property. They began with land in Rhode Island 
and moved to Vermont after housing developments 
and poor soil drove them north. Wanting to be closer 
to family initiated their journey back to southern New 
England. The Taylors lucked out by finding a diamond- 
in-the rough property in Woodstock, which no other 
farmers in their right minds would want to tackle. 

“It was so overgrown and thick, you couldn’t drive 
a tractor through it,” Patty remembers when they first 
started clearing in 2007. A conservation easement, 
which required the buyer to be a qualified farmer, also 
helped the family to afford the land. “It took two years 
to clear 60 acres for pasture. We also installed five miles 
of fence and built our house. My husband learned to 
drive an excavator and we had lots of friends volunteer

their help to clear 
the land,” says Patty 
appreciatively. The 
Taylors’ hard work 
has paid off in a 
visually beautiful 
farm property. They

vegetable and flower 
beds. 

Devon Point 
Farm specializes in 
breeding and raising 
American Milking 
Devon Cattle. Once 
numbering around 20,000, 
there are only 300 to 400 
of this rare heritage breed- 
-which arrived in Colonial 
times on ships from England- 
-in the entire country. With

Currently, Patty works full time on the farm with

: We have a heart-shaped rock collection. The four-year- 

: old has her own calf that she takes care of. She’s been 

' carrying water buckets since she was two!” Husband 

: Erick works off the farm for the time being. “Our dream 
: is for us both to farm full time. I think we’re about five 

: years away. I don’t think there’s a farm in Connecticut 

: where at least one family member doesn’t work off the 

: farm. You have to have multiple sources of income just to 
: survive.” 


To diversify the farm’s products, the Taylors have 


: added three acres of vegetables and flowers and another 
: three acres for pumpkins and squash. The latter will be 
: ready for a Fall Harvest Festival in October, featuring 

: pick-your-own and hay rides. This summer will be the 

: first year of Devon Point Farm’s CSA or “Community 

: Supported Agriculture” effort. “I call it Farm Shares,” says 
: Patty. “It’s easier to understand.” Basically, community 

? members purchase a share in the vegetables and flowers 
: produced by the farm during the growing season. 

: With the help of grant money from the Department 

: of Agriculture, the Taylors are building a new multi- 

: level barn for the CSA, which will allow members to 


drive right up to the barn to pick 
up their weekly share. “We are 
growing over 20 different kinds of 
vegetables and multiple varieties 
of the same vegetables, so there 
will be lots of diversity,” explains 
Patty. They also offer flower 
shares, which provide a fresh 
bouquet each week all summer 
long. 

When CSA members come 
to Devon Point Farm for their 
weekly produce, they can also 
enjoy pick-your-own seasonal 
veggies, including peas, cherry 
tomatoes and beans. Patty Taylor 
wants to offer more than just 
farm products; she wants people 
to have a farm experience. “I 
want people to be wowed,” she 
explains. “I want to show them 


: that farming can be an amazing, clean, neat experience. |

CSA produce and flower shares are still available in a limited 


quantity. $590 for a family share and $340 for a single share 
provides 4 months (mid-June to mid-October) of seasonal 
produce on a weekly basis.

For Antonucci the journey to northeastern
